Misuse of transfer waivers 
voids Pioneer’s cross country 
state championship

In recent weeks, there has been much controversy concerning 
Pioneer High School’s most successful women’s cross country 
team ever when it became the first school in the 63 year history 
of the Michigan High School Athletic Association (MHSAA) to 
forfeit a state championship title. 

The title was retracted by the Ann Arbor Board of Education on 
Friday, January 23, 1987, when investigations conducted by the 
MHSAA and the Ann Arbor Public Schools concluded that one of 
Pioneer’s cross country runners, junior Rachel Mann, had been 
ineligible to participate in Pioneer’s cross country meets. The 
team not only lost its state championship title but also had to 

give up the South Central Conference title and the Regional 
crown, and the team had to forfeit all of its dual meets in which 
she ran. This makes the Huron cross country team the SCC 
champions. 

Mann, who had obtained a transfer waiver from the Board of 
Education to attend Pioneer despite the fact that she was living in 
the Huron district, was found to have violated a residency rule for 
transfer students which states that all students who receive transfer 
waivers are ineligible to participate in athletic programs for their 
first semester at the new school unless the student moved into the 
new district with his/her entire family. 

Mann and her father temporarily resided with another family in the 
Pioneer district while arrangements were made for the entire family 
to move to Ann Arbor last fall from Plymouth-Canton. When the 
Manns moved into their new home, it was discovered that they 
lived in the Huron High School district. Mann obtained the 
transfer waiver and attended Pioneer. She participated on the 
women’s cross country team although she was ineligible last 
semester. 

Mann’s eligibility, which had come into question twice before, 
had been twice approved. Last summer Pioneer principal Milo 
White signed and approved a list of eligible students to compete 
for the following season, on which Mann’s name appeared. 
Mann’s eligibility was again questioned by another school before 
the state competition. She was again ruled eligible to compete. 
Because of this, the team was quite shocked to learn of the title 
retraction.
